him walk by his place to the saloon 
in response to the call. He heard the 
command given by John Stout to halt 
and then tho two shots. Later with 
others he found the dead body of the 
murdered man on the sidewalk in 
front of tho printing office that ad- 
joins his place of business. 


Mrs. 
Wcariey testified that 
she 


was awakened by the noise of some 
one forcing open the window of the 
saloon and that she and her sister 
and niece watched from an upstairs 
window and saw a man strike a blow 
with his left hand that smashed a 
window pane, through which the en- 
trance to the place was affected. 
Baker is left handed. 


She further said that she saw a 
road-shouldered man enter the sa- 
oon and three others wait outside. In 
i few minutes after the big man got 
n at the window ' she ' heard the 
cratching:of-matches and the rattling 
if .bottles, indicating that the man 
nside'had stumbled .over-a. case of 
empty beer bottles. 


Later she heard u voice say "Halt;

It is most ill 
adapted, however, for concerted voca 
rendition at great gatherings, wher 
national hymns are sung. Few voices 
havo the compass to sing It.

Men in His Profession 
—Had.Long Illness. 


Savannah, Ga., Feb. 23.—Dr. "Wil- 


liam Ttlllnghast Bull, the famous New 
York surgeon, who camei here several 
weeks ago for hts health, died here 
yesterday at the. Estlll home on the 
Isle of Hope, where he had been stay- 
ing. 


For months Dr. Bull has been fight- 


ing against death. Famous surgeons 
and specialists from New York came 
here with him. He appeared to get 
better' after hlB arrival here and was 
able to get out occasionally. For some 
days, however, it had been known 
that the end was not far away, and he 
calmly awaited the summons. 
Dr. 


Bull realized yesterday the end was 
near, and-he met it with the same 
courage he showed In enduring the 
ravages of the disease. He was con- 
scious almost to the moment of dis- 
solution.. The body will be taken to 
New York for interment.' 


Illness Began Last Summer. 


It was in the summer .of last year 


that Dr. Bull became seriously ill. He 
was at Newport when an abscess de- 
veloped In the gland of the neck. It 
was decided to take him to his city 
home in New York. In October it was 
learned he had cancer. On Oct. 22 he 
was taken from his home to the Plaza 
hotel, where he believed ho would 
have greater quiet. Every bulletin is- 
sued by the attending doctors was to 
the effect that-he was doing as well 
as could be expected, but it was an- 
nounced there was no hope of a cure. 
In the last week in January it was de- 
cided to bring him here.

It became known 
that only an operation could save one 
of them. A telegram was sent to Dr. 
Bull in New York. -He got to the sta- 
tion too late for the last'train and 
asked for a special .engine. He was 
told only a deposit of-f200 and.'a cove-

1'Abbe Th. Jloreux, who has a most 
interesting theory to offer as to tho 
cause and nature of earthquakes and 
volcanic eruptions and their effect on 
the gradual transfiguration of the sur- 
face of our planet. 


In explanation of the bases of his 


theory M. I'Abbe Moreux heviejws the 
geological history of the globe^as fol- 
lows: 


"Millions of years ago our humble

light and heat, in its 
course around the sun, however, in its 
intersidereal journey among the heav- 
enly constellations the 
e.-irth nev«r 


passes the same spot twice, nn:l its 
original heat became rapidly dissi- 
pated through contact with the cold 
of interstellar space, estimated by 
modern physicists as 273 degrees be- 
low zero centigrade. 


"Little by little a thick mantle of 


clouds envedoped the globe, just as 
Jupiter In its present state. 
Then 


came the final hour. A crest formed 
on its surface which imprisoned In its 
Interior a gaseous and liquid kernel 
at an enormous temperature.- Geologi- 
cal periods began, life appeared iii the 
warm water, while the cold, ever at 
work, incessantly contracted the In- 
terior portion. Soon the envelope be- 
came too great for the liquid mass In- 
side. Then commenced the wrinkling 
of the crust of the earth which later 
was to form our mountain chains. 


"As the volume of the earth was 


thus diminished by the effect of cold 
it took the shape of a balloon, deflated 
little by little, it tended toward a 
pyramidal form with four faces and 
four summits. Three of these faces 
are represented by three depressions 
the Pacific, 
Atlantic .and 
Indian 


oceans. 
Corresponding to these de- 


pressions are three of the summits of 
the pyramid, the Canadian, Baltic and 
Siberian plains. From these three 
summits ramifications spread to the 
south pole. Since Nansen's polar trip 
we know that the fourth face can be 
said to be the great Arctic plain, while 
the Antarctic continent 
constitutes 


the fourth summit of our pyramid." 


Earthquake Regions. 


Around these stable summits, ac 


cording to the astronomer, took place 
all the changes in the earth's surface, 
he ocean - depressions being caused 
by tho center of each face of the pyra- 
mid dropping as the interior mass 
contracted, and fractures of the sur- 
face being produced by movements at

"As for the portions'constituted in 


Inclined planes," continues M. i'Abbe, 
"which -aro in the neighborhood of 
volcanic districts, on account of their 
tendency to follow the parts already 
swallowed up by the sea, they will 
have a downward impulse and will be 
the regions where earthquakes will be 
most frequent." 


Shows Volcanic Line. 


That the actual facts bear out this 


theory 'is proven by a glance at the 
map showing in black the distribution 
of volcanoes. 
The three edges of the 


pyramid are as parallel lines. 
All 


along the edge of the American conti- 
nent is an uninterrupted line of vol 
anic activity. Along the edge of the 
econd line, representing the edge of 
another of the faces of the pyramid, 
sxtends the volcanic district of Ice- 
and, Jean Mayen, the,extinct craters 
n the Auvergnes and the volcanic 
regions of Sicily, and Eastern Africa. 
Around this line are grouped the vol- 
canic regions of the. Kurile islands, 
Japan and New Zealand. . The curved 
Ine running across the map shows 
the great "Mediterranean depression," 
which constitutes one of the zones of 
least resistance of the earth's crust 
and, therefore, we find a volcanic zone 
of the greatest activity. 


Further proof of the theory Is found 


in the fact that the area of the earth- 
quake zones is much greater than that i 
of the volcanic regions.^ though both 
are grouped around tho same lines, or 
face edges of the pyramids. This is 
so because the volcanic region is on 
the very edge itself of the face, while 
the earthquake activity Is manifested 
on the inclined plane on each side of 
the edge.

Predicted Recent Shocks. 


By long observation 
M. I'Abbe 


Moreux has found that earthquakes 
are more frequent in winter than In 
summer, in the proportion'of 7 to 2.

That surface, will give you an idea of 
a world on which volcanic activity, in 
frightful, agonizing spasms,-put an 
end to all planetary life." 


What the effect of this continued 


volcanic and seismic activity will be 
on the surface of Europe is demon- 
strated by a map showing In relief its 
future aspect. 
France, he declares, 


is situated not far 
from a line of 


demarcation between two of the faces 
of' the terrestrial pyramid, as is dem- 
onstrated -by the volcanoes In the 
Auvergnes.'Every moment shocks are 
felt from Belgium as far south as 
Nice. France is also very close to the 
Mediterranean depression. 
The Alps 


lean on one of the edges of the pyra- 
mid, 
running from Norway to Abys- 


sinia. 


From these facts M. I'Abbe Moreux
